1. INTRODUCTION 

1.1 In pursuance of the requirement of Sub-section (5) of

1.2 The efforts to popularise the profession was pursued with 
greater vigour during 1995-96. The sustained efforts over the 
last few years to bring about greater visibility of the profes¬ 
sion has started paying rich dividends in terms of increased 
student registration. The profession of Company secretary is 
among the top professions in the country today and the ca¬ 
reer has become a favourite choice with the students. The 
year 1995-96 witnessed the highest registration of 37,067. 
The students registration during 1995-96 showed a 48.1% 
increase over that of 1994-95. On the financial front also, the 
year recorded the highest ever surplus of Rs, 332,55 lacs. 
The total reserves has risen to Rs. 1063.59 lacs as on 31st 
Mach, 1996 from Rs. 692.43 lacs as on 31st March, 1995. 
This has enabled the Institute to upgrade some of its infra¬ 
structure, the prime one being the embarking upon installa¬ 
tion of an integrated Local Area Network, which would help 
provide better and prompter services to its members and stu¬ 
dents. 

1.3 Some of the significant activities of the Institute during 
the year ended 31st March, 1996 have been outlined in the 
succeeding paragraphs. 

2. PEVELOPMENTS 

2.1 Twenty third National Convention of Company Secre¬ 
taries 

The 23rd National Convention of Company Secretaries was 
held at Jaipur from 10th to 12th November, 1995. The 
Convention was a grand success in terms of participation 
as well as deliberations. Nearly 625 delegates attended the 
Convention. 

2.2 Memorandum of Understanding with the Institute of Char¬ 
tered Secretaries and Administrators. 

During the visit of Prof. Stephen Bristow, International Presi¬ 
dent and M.J. Ainsworth, International Chief Executive of 
the Institute of Chartered Secretaries and Administrators to 
Jaipur to attend and participate in the 23rd National Conven¬ 
tion, a Memorandum of Understanding was signed between 
the ICSI and ICSA to identify areas of mutual interest and 
co-operation. On the invitation of the ICSA, the then Presi¬ 
dent and Secretary visited London in December 1995 to par¬ 
ticipate in the meeting of the International Council of ICSA 
and to continue the dialogue initiated at Jaipur. Several areas 
of mutual cooperation have been identified and it is expected 


that specific agreements would be signed during the year 
1996-97. 

2.3 Visit of Chief Executive of Companies House & Asstt. 
Registrar of Companies, England and Wales to the Institute. 

David Durham, Chief Executive of Companies House, 
London and David Walke, Asstt. Registrar of Companies for 
England and Wales visited the office of the Institute and had 
extensive discussions with the Secretary and senior officers 
of the Irtstitute on the functioning of the Registrar's office in 
the U.K. 

2.4 Meeting of Members of Professional Development Com¬ 
mittee of the Council of the Institute with the Chairman and 
Senior Officers of SEB1 

A meeting of the members of the Professional Development 
Committee of the Council of the Institute with the Chairman 
and Senior Executive Director of SEBI was held on 4th De¬ 
cember, 1995 to discuss role of company secretaries in in¬ 
vestor protection and the areas where the services and exper¬ 
tise of Company Secretaries could be effectively utilised to 
achieve the ultimate ob jective of SEBI to develop and regu¬ 
late capital market. 

2.5 Research Centre at New Bombay (CCRT) 

A Centre for Corporate Research and Training (CCRT) is 
being set up at New Bombay, Land measuring 1975 sq. mtrs. 
has been acquired from C1DCO at a cost of Rs. 28 lakhs. The 
Bhoomi Puja for the building was held on 16th April 1995. 
Construction of the building commenced during the year and 
the first phase of the project is expected to be completed dur¬ 
ing 1996-97. The Centre is dedicated to develop quality cor¬ 
porate professionals through education, training, consultancy, 
research and publications. The Centre will provide multipur¬ 
pose facilities for education, training and research in the fields 
of Law, Commerce, Business Management, Capital Markets 
and Corporate Governance. This Centre would conduct re¬ 
search on the changing needs of the corporate world in the 
days to come and train the professionals accordingly. 

3. COUNCIL 

3.1 President and Vice-President 

At the Ninety Second meeting of the Council held on 1st 
January, 1996, Dr. K.R. Chandratre and D.K.Prahlada Rao 
were elected as President and Vice-President respectively for 
a period of one year from 1st January, 1996. 

3.2 Meetings 

Apart from various Committee meetings, The Council held 
six meetings during 1995-96. 

3.3 Committees etc. 

The composition of various Committees, Specialised Groups 
and Advisory Boards constituted by the Council is given in 
Appendix "A" to the report. 
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4. REGIONAL COUNCILS AND CHAPTERS 

4.1 Regional Councils 

The four Regional Councils continued to provide support and 
assistance to the Council by carrying out their activities and 
functions with great zeal and enthusiasm. The Regional Coun¬ 
cils conducted career faira, phone-in programmes, seminars 
and workshops, SMTPs, oral coaching classes, students guid¬ 
ance meetings, study circle meetings and Regional Confer¬ 
ences. They have also been canying out extensive library 
updations, publishing news bulletins and providing employ¬ 
ment service to members by maintaining a data base, dis¬ 


semination of information to members/students, selling 
Institute's publications. As per the directions of the Council, 
some of the activities being undertaken by the headquarters 
are being decentralised in the Northern India Regional Coun¬ 
cil. Subsequently, decentralisation of activities would be 
extended to Southern Indian Regional Council during 1996- 
97 and to the other Councils and major chapters in the 
second phase.

6.2 Five professional development programmes including 
the 23rd National Convention were held during 1995-96. The 
details are given in Appendix B to the report. 

7. PUBLICATIONS 

7.1 ‘Chartered Secretary’ 

The monthly journal being published by the Institute for the 
last 26 years has consistently maintained its quality and 
promptitude by providing the Government’s notifications, 
legal decisions and informative articles, etc. The journal serves 
as an effective medium of communication and serves as a 
bridge between the members and others who deal with the 
Institute and has proved to be very popular among corporate 
professionals. During 1995-96 three special issues ofthe jour¬

Conse¬ 
quent to the launching of the Post Membership Qualification 
Course in Captital Markets and Financial Services, the task 
of printing the PMQ study material on the subjects covered 
by the course was also undertaken by the Institute and ac¬ 
complished in time maintaining highest standards in terms of 
quality of printing and get up. 

7.3 Guidance Note on Signing of Annual Return 

The revised. Guidance Note on Signing of Annual return in 
the light of the new format of annual return was brought out 
in December, 1995. The revised edition incorporates detailed 
guidance on the mode of signing the Annual Return alongwith 
clarifications on several areas and is intended to serve as a 
handy reference for Company Secretaries while signing an¬ 
nual returns of listed companies which is their exclusive area 
of practice. 

7.4 Manual on Capital issues in the light of SEBI Guidelines 
The Institute brought out a revised Manual on Capital issues 
in the light of SEBI Guidelines in November, 1995 incorpo¬ 
rating all the guidelines, notifications, orders issued by the 
Ministry of Finance, Department of Company Affairs and 
the Securities and Exchange Board of India. The book was 
released by Hon’ble Minister of State for Environment and 
Forests, Mr. Rajesh Pilot, at the inaugural function ofthe 23 rd 
National Convention. 

7.5 Guidance Note on SEBI Guidelines

During 1995-96, 428 students were imparted management 
training, 951 students were, imparted practical training and

12.3 Secretarial Modular Training Programmes 
During 1995-96,28 SMTPs were held which were attended 
by 943 candidates. Keeping pace with the emerging trends 
of liberalised global economic and industrial scenario, the 
SMTP has been restructured giving more emphasis on EURO 
ISSUES, FDI’S and FIFS, new instrument of finance, role of 
OTCEI, Stock Holding Corporation, National Stock Exchange 
etc. Modules/Course material for the SMTP are being revised 
accordingly.

13. PUBLIC RELATIONS AND LIAISON

The Chapter has taken over the possession of the new build¬ 
ing and its inauguration was held on 7th May 1995.

15.4 Indore Chapter

Chandigarh, a subsidiary ofNational Informatics Centre have 
been taken on retainership basis whereby RCC will be respon¬ 
sible to implement the computerised activities on turn-key 
basis. After the decentralisation of the student activities to the 
Regional Councils and Chapters, the computer system being 
installed at the Headquarters will be integrated with the Re¬ 
gional Councils and Chapters. 

20. FUTURE OUTLOOK 

The profession of Company Secretaries has always kept pace 
with the changing scenario inclined to global economic order. 
The pedagogic programmes of the Institute have accordingly 
been directed towards strengthening the capabilities of each 
member to realise the fullest potential of development in the 
emerging era has in this context, introduced Post Membership 
Qualification Course in Capital Market and Financial Ser¬ 
vices for its members to train and qualify highly skilled and 
specialised professional to advise the trade and industry re¬ 
garding capital market and financial services.

Schedule 16 


(A) Accounting Policies 

1. Donations and Contribution by Regional Counclls/Chapters 

Direct donations and contribution by Regional Councils/Chapters towards purchase of land/buildlngs and other assets are credited to “Fixed Assets 
Reserve". Funds actually utilised towards purchase of such assets are transferred to “General Reserve”. 

2. Fees 

(a) Entrance fee from Associate and Fellow members Is capitalised when received and reflected under "Capital Reserve”. 

(b) Fees received from members is accounted for to the extent received. Fees received in advance is carried over as a liability. 

(c) Fees received from students is accounted for on receipt basis except registration fee which is taken to income equally over a five year period. 

3. Investments 
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Investments are stated at cost

(a) Depredation on fixed assets Is charged on written down value basis at the following rates :

Depreciation on additions is charged for the lull year. 

(b) Fixed assets, except library books, costing Rs. 5,000 or less are fblly depreciated. 

5. Inventories 

(a) Stock of paper and publications are valued at cost. 

(b) Stock of study materials are valued at cost less 10% for obsolescence, 

6. Employees' Retirement and other Benefits 

(a) Contribution to Pension Fund Trust Is made on the basis of actuarial valuation. 

(b) Contribution to Gratuity Trust Is made in accordance with the Group Scheme of the Life Insurance Corporation of India. 

(c) Leave encashment is accounted for on cash basis, 

7. Interest 

(a) Interest on Investments on cumulative Bonds of Public Sector Undertakings and other Investments is taken to Income on accrual basis. 

(b) Interest on loan to employees Is accounted for on cash basis. 

(B) Notes to Financial Statements 

1. Application for exemption u/s 10(23C) (IV) of the Income Tax Act, 1961 in respect of the financial year 1994-95 and subsequent year Is pending of 
reconsideration before the Government of India. The Institute has filed Return u/s 10(22) of the Income Tax Act, 1961 upto the Financial Year 1994-95. 
Assessment for the financial year 1994-95 is pending. In view of the exemption under Section 10(23C) (IV) and filing of return under Section 10(22) 
of the Income Tax Act, 1961, no provision for tax has been made in the accounts. 

2. In respect of building at Prasad Nagar, New Delhi, the Arbitrator vide order date 07-09-93 has awarded a sum of Rs. 12.67 Lacs plus interest @12% per 
annum of Rs 6 07 lacs (included in Rs. 12.67 Lacs) from 10th September 91 to 7th September 93, In favour of the contractors against claims of 
Rs. 57.21 lacs preferred against the Institute. The Delhi High Court on an objection filed by the Institute have referred the matter to the Arbitrator with 
directions to summon the Building Advisor for the evidence and to refer it back with recommendations. During the year 1994-95, the Institute paid 
Rs. 3.08 Lacs (Including Rs. 0 65 Lac towards interest) to the said contractor for claims accepted No provision has been made for Rs. 10.18 Lacs 
(excluding Interest to be paid on Rs. 3.5 Lacs) as the award to this extent has been disputed and the matter is pending decision before the High Court. 

3. Freehold land measuring 500 Sq. Yards has been allotted by the Haryana Urban Development Authority at Faridabad to Faridabad Chapter of the 
Institute at Rs. 3.65 Lacs. The said land could not be handed over by HUDA due to some dispute in the title. Though the authorities have promised to 
allot another plot of land but In spite of protracted correspondence no decision as to the plot of land to be allotted and for Its cost to the Institute has been 
conveyed. Advances made to the extent of Rs. 3 Lacs Is reflected in Advances for purchase of land In the Institute's book and Rs. 0 65 Lacs in the books 
of the Chapter. 

4. Following past practice provision for property tax at Rs. 10 Lacs has been made In the accounts on the basis of an estimate made by the Institute. The 
Difference, if any, between the amount and that becomes payable will be accounted for in the year when the matter is finally decided. 

5. Balance outstanding in advances recoverable account. Loans to Regional Councils/Chapters are subject to confirmation. 

6. As In the past, the accounts of Regional OfficeVChapters have not been incorporated and the grants given during the year are charged off to expendi¬ 
ture. 

7. Previous years' figures have been regrouped/rearranged wherever necessary to compare with current years' figures.
